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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Suribury-on-Thames  Urban  District  Council, 

Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  of  submitting  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1 951  on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  District. 

With  the  exception  of  a  widespread  outbreak  of  measles  of  a 
fairly  mild  form  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  year,  there  were  no 
serious  or  extensive  epidemics.  The  few  cases  of  scarlet  fever 
were  of  the  mild  type  prevalent  in  recent  years.  No  cases  of 
diphtheria  or  of  the  enteric  group  occurred. 

The  rates  of  births,  deaths  and  the  incidence  of  infectious 
disease  compare  favourably  with  those  of  other  parts  of  the 
Country.  A  favourable  environment  with  a  large  acreage  of  open 
spaces,  low  density  of  population  and  a  gravel  subsoil,  together 
with  sound  sanitation,  a  safe  water  supply,  preventive  inocculation, 
school  meals  and  the  enlightened  care  of  young  children  have  and 
are  playing  their  part  in  the  maintenance  and  promotion  of  health 
in  the  district.  Children,  in  particular,  benefit  from  these 
conditions  which  more  than  offset  the  minor  disadvantages  of  a  low- 
lying  neighbourhood  in  close  proximity  to  a  river. 

Statistics  are  not  available  to  indicate  the  degree  of  subnormal 
health  among  the  adult  population  of  Sunbury  but  there  is  no  reason 
to  suspect  an  unfavourable  comparison  with  other  districts. 

Of  the  means  of  improving  health  probably  the  provision  of 
adequate  and  suitable  housing  accommodation  would  be  among  the  most 
rewarding.  In  this  connection  it  is  noteworthy  that  the  District 
Council  have  provided  717  new  dwellings  since  the  War  -  58  in  1  951 • 

The  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  pay  particular  attention 
to  the  subject  of  Pood  Hygiene  and  by  frequent  inspection  and  expert 
advice  seek  to  improve  the  standards  of  storage,  preparation  and 
distribution  of  food.  Section  11  of  the  Middlesex  County  Council  Act 
1950, having  come  into  operation  during  the  year,  has  enabled  the 
Council  to  exercise  stricter  control  over  hawkers  of  food  and  their 
premises. 

I  am  indebted  to  the  Chief-  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  Moore  and  his 
Staff  for  preparing  a  considerable  part  of  the  information  submitted 
under  the  various  sections.  I  take  this  opportunity  of  acknowledging 
also  the  work  done  by  Mrs.  Lukyn  in  the  preparation  of  this  report*

Frequent  samples  were  taken  for  laboratory 
examination.  Two  wells  in  close  proximity  to  a  reclaimed 
gravel  pit  gave  evidence  of  chemical  pollution  and  their 
supplies  have  remained  unfit  for  domestic  use.

The  Metropolitan  Water  Board  The  Board’s  supply  is  derived  from 
the  River  Thames  and  after  passing  through  the  storage  reservoirs 
at  Staines  or  Littleton  or  Walton,  it  is  filtered  and  chlorinated 
at  Hampton  Works.  A  contact  tank  is  provided  at  these  works  so 
that  the  chlorine  can  exert  its  full  effect  on  the  water  "before  it 
is  pumped  into  supply.  Only  a  trace  of  the  chlorine  remains  "by  the 
time  the  water  passes  into  the  distribution  mains.  Frequent  samples 
of  the  water  at  all  stages  of  purification  are  taken  by  the  Board 
and  examined  chemically  and  bacteriologically. 

The  West  Surrey  Water  Company  The  Company’s  supply  is  derived 
wholly  from  the  River  Thames.  Treatment  is  carried  out  in  four 
stages  -  (a)  preliminary  settlement  in  storage  reservoirs,  (2) 
rapid  filtration,  (3)  slow  filtration,  (4)  chlorine  treatment 
(chlorine  gas  and  ammonia).  Frequent  bacteriological  and  chemical 
examinations  of  the  water  are  carried  out. 

The  South  West  Suburban  Water  Company  The  company  derives  its 
supply  from  the  River  Thames.  All  the  water  is  filtered  through 
primary  and  secondary  filters  prior  to  final  chlorination.  Frequent 
samples  are  taken  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  and  chemical 
examination.
